TOWN MEETING WARRANT 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Sugar Hill, in the County of Grafton 
and the State of New Hampshire, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Meetinghouse, Sugar Hill, New 
Hampshire, Tuesday the thirteenth day of March, 1979 A.D. at 7:30 PM 
to act on the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose a Town Clerk, a Selectman for a term of three years, 
a Town Treasurer, a Collector of Taxes, an Auditor, an Overseer of Public 
Welfare, a Library Trustee for a term of three years, a Member of the 
Board of Adjustment for five years, a Member of the Board of Adjustment 
for a term of one year, and three persons for a term of one year each to 
act as an Appointing Authority to appoint temporary members to the 
Board of Adjustment in case of disqualification, resignation, death or 
absence of any permanent member or members, a Trustee of Trust Funds 
for a term of three years, a Supervisor of the Checklist for a term of six 
years, a Supervisor of the Checklist for a term of four years, and a Super- 
visor of the Checklist for a term of two years. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $4,800.00 (four thousand eight hundred dollars) for the Fire Depart- 
ment Equipment Reserve Fund, the sum of $2,575.00 (two thousand five 
hundred seventy-five dollars) for the Highway Department Equipment 
Reserve Fund, the sum of $3,000.00 (three thousand dollars) for the 
Police Department Equipment Reserve Fund. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of N.H. 
R.S.A. 33-A:4, a Disposition Schedule relating to Municipal Records. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to empower the Selectmen to pay 
the full cost of the municipal group health and hospitalization insurance 
plan for all full-time town employees. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of twelve thousand five hundred ($12,500.00) dollars for the purchase of a 
new highway truck and authorize the withdrawal of that amount from 
the Highway Department Equipment Reserve Fund. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of two hundred ($200.00) dollars for Town Park Maintenance and to se- 
lect a committee of three persons to oversee the same under the direction 
of the Board of Selectmen. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars for the purchase of a riding lawn 
mower. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the use of six hundred 
fifty-five ($655.00) of Federal Anti-Recession Funds to offset salaries of 
Town Employees or to be used otherwise as the Board of Selectmen 
deems appropriate. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
apply for, contract for, and accept aid from the government of the United 
States and the government of New Hampshire and to authorize using 
Revenue Sharing Fund monies as the local matching share as approved 
by the Ammended Revenue Sharing Guideline, Section D, of December 
31, 1978 and to authorize the Selectmen to spend such funds. 


Article 10. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
Town charges and make appropriations of the same as set forth in the 
following budget:

Article 11. To see how much the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
as a donation to the White Mountain Region Association. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to select a study committee of 
three persons to study future needs of the Library such as parking, septic 
system and water and make recommendations to the Selectmen and to 
appropriate the sum of three thousand ($3,000.00) dollars for the parking 
lot and to authorize withdrawal of that amount from the Revenue Sharing 
Fund. 


Article 13. To ea if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of three thousand ($3,000.00) dollars for the revaluation of property in 
the Town. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of six hundred ($600.00) dollars for the Town Conservation Committee. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will direct a discount of one percent (1%) 
to be made to those persons or corporations who shall pay taxes within a 
period of time three weeks from the date of the tax bill. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Moderator to ap- 
point such committees as seem necessary and to have such committees 
report to the Board of Selectmen by October 1, 1979. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Select- 
men to offer for sale and to sell said articles of Town property as vehicles 
and equipment, when the Selectmen determine such action to be in the 
interest of the Town. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to name the Cemetery on Streeter 
Pond Road the Lucy Hannah Cemetery in view of the fact that Sel & 
Polly Hannah have donated the land to expand it. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to exclude from its Social Security 
plan services performed by election officials or election workers for each 
calendar year in which remuneration paid for such services is less than 
one hundred ($100.00) dollars. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Select- 
men to contract to provide fire protection service to the Town of Easton 
according to N.H. R.S.A. 154:24. 


Article 22. To see if the Town of Sugar Hill will vote to appropriate two 
hundred fifty ($250.00) dollars to the Franconia Children’s Center, a non- 
profit nursery school on Harvard Street in Franconia, that serves many 
preschool and kindergarten children from Sugar Hill. (Entered by Peti- 
tion with ten signatures) 


Article 23. To transact any other business that may legally come before 
this meeting.

FROM THE SELECTMEN’S POINT OF VIEW 


“To doubt everything or to believe everything are two equally convenient solutions; 
both dispense with the necessity of reflection”. H. Poincare 

It has been said that being a selectman is sort of like running through 
a cow pasture barefoot. It matters not whether you are fast or slow. It 
matters not how graceful you are or if you please the crowd with your 
style. What matters is if you step in it. 


Communication. Good communication is always the key to a good re- 
lation. We do not know what you are thinking unless you communicate 
with us. We do our best to make all actions of our public offices public. 
We have so few executive sessions that for all practical purposes we can 
say that we don’t have any. We conduct all town business in the open 
and prefer it that way. Yet we find ourselves at odds with some towns- 
people frequently. We don’t know how it is possible to give you all the 
necessary information unless somewhere along the line you ask us about 
the things that are bothering you. Town officers are far from being omnip- 
otent and things which we regard as routine and everyday occurrences 
may seem odd or unacceptable to you unless you take the time to obtain 
all the information you can about the subject. — 


We have spoken before in these pages about the evils of listening to 
and believing rumors. “They” is probably the source of more misinfor- 
mation than we can imagine. “They say”, “they tell me’, “they are going 
to” -- Please don’t carry wild tales around. If you want information, 


ask! We have nothing to hide! 


We had an article in the 1978 warrant for purchase of a front-end loader. 
We thought that we explained our reason for it adequately at the annual 
meeting. We were satisfied with the vote which was well over the re- 
quired two-thirds majority necessary to authorize purchase. We were 
astonished to find a great deal of opposition developing to the purchase 
well after the meeting. As it turned out, most of the opposition was a 
result of our neglect to inform people that we used our old, smaller loader 
in excess of 700 hours each year and that the loader rental which appeared 
in our books was in addition to that use, rather than being the sole use. 
It never occurred to us that we needed to give that information to people 
for we thought everyone knew it as we did. 


We did purchase, after a lengthy bid process and tryouts. We took 
delivery just in time, too, for no sooner had it arrived than we were hit 
with a disastrous flash flood. On June 19th 3 inches of rain fell in less 
than two hours! Little watercourses which normally dry up in the sum- 
mertime became raging rivers, and in a matter of minutes every road in 
town became impassable. Within a few hours practically every road in 
town was destroyed. The next day we were faced with the seemingly 
insurmountable task of repair. 


Highway Agent Harold Aldrich and his helper, with the aid of some 
local earth contractors, immediately started to make temporary repairs.

It soon became apparent that there would be no disaster aid forthcoming 
from any source, state or federal, and with no aid we would soon run out 
of funds and into a deficit situation. Therefore, the board of Selectmen 
ordered the Highway Agent to discontinue the use of outside help and to 
repair the damage with our own highway department equipment and 
personnel, thus keeping within the funds available no matter how long it 
took. 


The last ditch was repaired sometime in October. We had remarkably 
few complaints as to the poor condition of our roads, considering the 
length of time it took to put them back in reasonable shape. Most people 
were very considerate and understanding. 


Due to having to stay within our available resources and personnel 
we are now a full year behind with our scheduled highway repair, main- 
tenance and improvement program. We certainly do not want another 
rain like that one. 


The new fire engine was delivered in the summer and it is everything 
that we hoped it would be. If you have not availed yourself of the op- 
portunity of looking it over, you should do so. While the control panel 
makes it look impressively complicated, in actuality it makes it simpler to 
operate than the 1962 engine which must be committed to memory in 
order to operate it properly. We have heard some comments such as 
“Why have we paid $65,000 for a fire truck when Franconia and Littleton 
can get them for $40,000.” In the first place this was most thoroughly 
discussed at great length at the annual meeting in 1977. In the second 
place comparing a fire engine in one class to another of another class is 
akin to comparing a softball to a grapefruit. Their only similarity is in 
shape. In the third place one should ascertain if $40,000 purchased a 
fully equipped fire engine prepared to do rural duty or if it were a bare 
bones do-it-yourself kit which would have to be equipped at considerable 
expense once it was in the fire station. In the fourth place the price was 
$58,900, not $65,000. If you want information come to the source. 


In an effort to better inform the public and hopefully to receive the 
benefit of your thinking we took the step of holding not one, but three 
budget hearings prior to presenting the enclosed budget in its final form. 
We think that those few in attendance will agree that they were useful 
sessions and actually did result in changes, hopefully for the better. In 
any case we are grateful for the assistance given by those few who made 
the effort to attend the hearings. Thank you. 


We think the resulting budget is a reasonably good one. If adopted as 
presented and baring any unforseen disasters, the town tax rate should 
not increase over that of 1978. 


With a great deal of regret we seem to have come to the end of the 
road with our old photographs. We have finally exhausted all known 
sources. We would be glad to start again should anything become avail- 
able.

REPORT FROM THE SUGAR HILL FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Although fire calls were relatively few and minor in nature during 
1978, the Sugar Hill Fire Department spent a good deal of time on train- 
ing. Two meetings were held each month, with at least a portion of each 
meeting devoted to training. In addition, many members took advantage 
of a Fire School which was held in the fall. 


The department took delivery of the new Fire Truck in June and spent 
a good deal of time training with it, as well as deciding what to carry for 
equipment and where. To date, there have been no major problems with 
the truck, which was built by the Pierce Manufacturing Company on an 
International Chasis. The membership feels that this piece is a tremen- 
dous asset to the community. 


In November of 1978, the Twin State Fire Mutual Aid Dispatch Center 
went into operation, providing a vital link between Sugar Hill and de- 
partments in surrounding communities. With the advent of this system, 
members of the department are now in direct communication with the 
Dispatch Center as well as surrounding towns. The system allows us to 
eall, at a moments notice, the necessary manpower and equipment to 
handle virtually any fire emergency. 


At the time of this writing, the department has gone through just such 
an emergency at the Redwine residence on February 9. We feel that all 
of the progress accomplished in 1978 made our efforts to save most of 
that building a success. The training and equipment proved invaluable, 
as did the Dispatch Center, which allowed us to receive a very rapid 
Mutual Aid response from the Franconia and Lisbon Departments. 


Perhaps our biggest problem at this point is manpower. Without 
greater support from the community it will become necessary to rely on 
more sophisticated and expensive equipment. If you’re interested, con- 


tact any department member or come to a meeting . . . they’re open to 
everyone, male and female. With your help we can keep our fire losses 
. . and your taxes. . . to a minimum.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


For more than 80 years, a cooperative effort between the State of New 
Hampshire and local forest fire authorities has created a forest fire pre- 
vention and suppression program that is recognized as superior through- 
out the United States. 


Since the first forest fire laws were written in 1895, the state and 
local community governments have worked together to prevent and com- 
bat forest fires. 


Today, 249 forest fire wardens and more than 1,800 deputy wardens 
are appointed every three years by the State Forester to work with the 
members of the State Forest Fire staff in this effort. State funds are 
used to pay one half the cost of forest fire suppression costs incurred by 
local forest fire organizations, within pay rates established by the Gov- 
ernor and Council. State funds matched by local funds are used to purchase 
hand tools to suppress forest fires, to train local forest fire crews and in 
forest fire prevention work. 


All outside burning, when the ground is not covered with snow, is per- 
mitted only after obtaining a written fire permit from your local Forest 
Fire Warden. Penalty for burning without a permit when one is required 
is a misdemeanor punishable by a fine up to $1,000 or a jail term of up to 
one year or both.

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REPORT FROM THE SUGAR HILL POLICE DEPARTMENT

There were approximately 2000 warnings given for minor violations 
of motor vehicle laws. 


Juvenile offenders accounted for much of the malicious damage to pri- 
vate property and this has been a time consuming problem. Just how a 
youthful offender turns out in the future depends greatly on how he or 
she is worked with by the police officers in the community. As police 
officers, we must be careful not to become so involved looking hard for 
the bad in a youthful offender that we overlook that which is good. A 
common first-time encounter between a youth and the police is usually 
when a parent threatens the youngster that the officer is the man who is 
going to put the youth in jail if he doesn’t behave. Rarely is the officer 
introduced as the person to go to if a youngster needs help; and as a re- 
sult we spend the next fifteen years of his life trying to convince him that 
we are not someone whose primary work is to fill all the vacant rooms at 
the County Jail. First impressions are quite often the longest lasting and 
how do we now convince the youth that we are really interested in his or 
her problem regardless of how big or small it might seem. 


A large portion of police department function in a small town is in help- 
ing neighbor with neighbor and family with family when there is a problem 
and in trying to keep someone from becoming isolated from others as a 
result of a poorly handled situation. When we lose the ability to help one 
another and to look out for each other, then we lose that which makes liv- 
ing in a small town so unique. The greatest crime prevention tool in use 
today is the telephone, and help is just a telephone call away. 


I would like to thank all the area Police Departments for their assist- 
ance during 1978, and a special thanks to the dispatchers at the Grafton 
County Sheriff’s Office who have done so much for the safety of the people 
in Sugar Hill. 


We, the officers of the Police Department, would like to thank the peo- 
ple of Sugar Hill for their assistance throughout the year, enabling us to 
keep Sugar Hill a nice town to live in and to visit. If we have done some 
things to the dissatisfaction of some people, we apologize. We do not 
claim to do things perfectly, only to the best of our abilities. Hopefully, 
during 1979 we may do even a better job. 7

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


The Richardson Memorial Library has had a quiet but productive 
year. Circulation of books among children continued to rise. This was 
due to the fact that the children from the kindergarten, first and second 
grades of Crapo Memorial School come to the library in the spring and 
fall to become acquainted with library procedures and to check out books. 
A story hour is held by the librarian which the children seem to enjoy. 
Our small town seems to have fewer children of elementary school age 
than it did several years ago so it is a pleasure to have the school child- 
ren make use of the facilities of the library. 


The White Mountain Garden Club donated money for a plant and books 
on gardening as well as the magazine Flower and Garden. Their dona- 
tion plus other gifts of money came to $100.00. As the cost of books 
continues to increase, the donations of books and money from interested 
friends of the library received this year were deeply appreciated. 


The Bookmobile visited four times during the year which service also 
helps the budget of a small library such as ours. From the State Library, 
reference books, those of a technical nature or other non-fiction books 
which the library does not have may be borrowed which also relieves 
financial pressure. It is interesting to note that the circulation of non- 
fiction books among adults rose this year. 


From the Harold Smith Memorial Fund a revolving book stand for 
paperback books was purchased which released more shelf space for 
hardcover books. The balance of the Fund, $216.36, was put toward the 
cleaning and repair of the Oriental rug in the children’s section. 


In his will, Harold Smith left one thousand dollars to the library in 
memory of his dear wife, Alice Smith, former librarian. This money has 
been placed in a savings account at interest. 


There were displays in the Reading Room of books on handicrafts, 
antiques, sports, gardening, biographies and Christmas suggestions. 


The librarian continues to deliver books to shut-ins. If anyone is in- 
terested in large print books a request may be made to the librarian who 
will obtain them from the State Library. 


The State Highway Department was contacted and at the library’s 
request erected two Pedestrian Crossing signs in order to protect patrons 
visiting the library. 


The librarian extends her thanks to the Trustees for their support and 
furthering of the goals of the library. Suggestions from library patrons 
for improving its services to the town are welcome.

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THE WILLING WORKERS SOCIETY 
of Sugar Hill 


The Willing Workers Society was formed in 1920 with a membership of 
fifteen. The following by-laws were established: 


Article I The name of this organization shall be Willing Workers 
Society. 


Article II The object of this Society is to pay the janitor and lighting 
bill, also needed repairs on church and parsonage. 


Article III The Officers of this Society shall consist of a President, 
two Vice-Presidents, Secretary, Treasurer, Social Committee and Work 
Committee. 


Article IV The Vice-Presidents shall act for the President two months 
each. 


Article V_ The Social Committee shall consist of three members. 
Article VI The Work Committee shall consist of six members. 


Article VII The membership fee of this Society shall be twenty-five 
cents. 


Article VIII The men, by paying twenty-five cents, shall become Hon- 
orary members. 


Article [IX Dancing and card playing are against the rules of this 
Society. | 


Article X The fee for dinner shall be fifteen cents for adults and ten 
cents for children under twelve years of age. 


Meetings and a Social were held every month during the winter. A 
meeting and supper held in December, 1920 brought in $15.30. In those 
days new brides in the community received a hand-made quilt. Nowadays 
each bride receives a cookbook. 


By 1925 the Willing Workers had made enough money to turn over 
$200.00 to the church treasury. 


Last year the Willing Workers netted over $2000.00 from the Christmas 
and Summer sales and various lunches. With these monies they paid the 
gas and oil bills for the Community Church, sent fruit baskets to the sick, 
Christmas baskets to shut-ins and flowers and cards for special birthdays 
and memorials. 
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In addition they bought supplies for the many articles made to be sold 
at the fairs. They also helped defray the cost of redecorating the Parson- 
age, paid the Fire Insurance on the Parsonage, and supplied candles for 
the church. The present membership of sixty-five ladies meets twice a 
month during the winter. Anyone interested in joining the Willing Work- 
ers Society may contact the President, Wilhelmina Abler.

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SHRUBS AND TREES TO ATTRACT SONGBIRDS 
of Northern New Hampshire Landscapes 


Black Alder (Ilex verticillata) 6° - 16° Common in swamps and low, moist 
places. Leaves are oval, pointed, sharply toothed. Bark gray, mottled, smooth. 
Fruit red berries. One of the best for the 48 species of birds eating fruit. 


Arrow-wood (Viburnum recognilum) 6’ to 10’ Common along our streams. 
Branches smooth, grayish brown, tending to be 4-sided. Flowers in June, 
white clusters, dark blue fruit. Bluebirds, Purple Finches, Rosebreasted Gros- 
beak, Waxwings. _ 


Brambles (Rubus) Raspberries, blackberries. Catbirds, Robins, Thrashers. 


Blueberry (Vaccinium sp.) 1-8 Blue berries, scarlet leaves in fall. Oriole, 
Kingbird, Thrushes, Catbird, Waxwings. 


Choke Cherry (Prunus virginiana) 4-6 Thin, pointed leaves, smooth grayish 
brown bark, fruit reddish black. Brown Thrasher, Catbird, Meadow Lark. 


Coralberry (Symphoricavpos orhiculatus) 3’ Red berries, sucking shrub for 
banks. Purple Finch, Grosbeak. 


Highbush Cranberry (Viburnum Trilobum) 4 - 10° Swamp and low ground. 
Leaves three lobed, maple-like, branches smooth grayish. Flowers white, 
fruit clustered bright red berries, very acid. Pine Grosbeak in late winter. 


Red osier Dogwood (Cornus stolonifera) 6 Dark red bark, white berries. 
Form dense thicket in borders of meadow. Purple Finch, Catbirds, many other 
birds. 


Siberian Dogwood (Cornus she siberica) 9 White berries, in flat cluster, 
red leaves and stems in fall, smooth bark. 86 species of bird eat the berries. 


American Elder (Sambucus canadensis) 5° - 10? Common along streams and 
moist open places. Forming thickets from underground roots, large sprays of 
white flowers in summer and purple berries in fall. Eaten by 100 species of 
birds. Woodpeckers, Bluebirds, Robins, Catbirds, Vireos. 


Smooth Sumac (Rhus glabra) 10°- 15’ Smooth twigs and light bark. Leaves 
distinctly whitish below. Scarlet berries, brilliant fall foliage. 


Mountain Holly (Nemopanthus mucronata) 6° Rich, damp woods. Leaves 
in clusters, bark ashy gray, often covered with Lichens. White flowers, fruit 
round crimson berries. Cedar Waxwings, Flickers, Hermit Thrush, Robins. 


Tatarian Honeysuckle (Lonicera talarica) 9’ Erect flowering shrub, pink or 
white flowers, followed by red berries in early summer. Cedar Waxwings, 
Thrashers, Catbirds, Whitethroated Sparrow. 


Staghorn Sumac (Rhus glabra) 20° Prefers moist, rocky open situation. Vel- 
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vety twigs resemble young horn of deer, bark thin, brown covered with rough 
dots, crimson berries in the fall, emergency winter food for Robins, Hermit 
Thrush, Flicker, Woodpeckers. 


Trees 


Siberian Crabapple (Malus baccata) 40’ Red and yellow fruit, hardiest crab- 
apple. Crossbills, Purple Finch, Ruffed Grouse, Waxwings. 


Mountain Ash (Pyrus americana) 20° Bark close grained, weal, brownish. 
Flowers white, flat clusters, fruit bright red in flat topped clusters. Robins, 
Waxwings, Bluejay, Catbird. 


Gray Birch (Betula populifolia) Small tree on poor soil, nurse tree for white 
pine, bark white, does not peel in thin layers like Paper Birch. Goldfinches, 
Pine Siskens, Warbles, Vireos; seeds in winter, aphids in summer.
